Tuttle states further in his 
report that excessive dryness, 
fioding rains, frosts and hail 
damaged most of the sections 
of the area at one time or an- 
other throughout the season, 

The current acreages for har- 
vest estimates showed a slight 
increase in over-all acreage, 
while the combined rail and 
truck shipments of all veget- 
ables through May 31 show a 
decline of 8% under the same 
period last year,

(Continued from Page One) 
Beans: Planting of approxi- 
mately 11,000 acres for fall har- 
vest began in early September 
and continued through late Oc- 
tober. A small acreage for win- 
er harvest was planted fror 
November through January and 
an estimated 11,500 acres were 
planted for spring harvest dur- 
ing February and March. Gen- 
eral growing conditions were 
not favorable this season. High- 
est prices received during 
March; lowest in November. 

Cabbage: Aproximately 4,- 
800 acres seeded or set for win- 
ter production. Growing condi- 
tions did not produce favorable 
quality nor yields. Highest 
prices paid about $3.00-3.25 
during March; lowest $1.00-1.25 
during December.

jolice officer — “no such charge 
is set forth in the city ordin- 
ances.

To the charge of resisting ar- 
rest — “no such charge is set 
forth in the city ordinances.

White has contended that, as 
he put it, “I never committed 
an act.”

were allowed to go to the P. X. 
and buy any supplies that they 
might need for the remaining 
two weeks of camp or any 
things the men might wish to 
buy. Monday afternoon the 
training started. 

M/Sgt. Stacy and M/Sgt. 
Anderson, in charge of the re- 
cruits, took them to their first 
classes and training; the mortor 
team, 57 mm rifle team and 
rifle team all started going to 
their respective classes. After 
the evening meal Monday night, 
the men started getting their 
boots and tents ready for in- 
spection in the morning. 

Tuesday morning Ist Sgt. 
Rigdon had the men up at 5 
a. m. getting ready for another 
full day. After breakfgst the 
men went off to their different 
classes. Tuesday some new 
classes started such as intelli- 
gence, radio nad ordinance. 
Things are really starting to 
move. 

Everyone is waiting for the 
coming week end with the dress 
parade and then a pass to town. 
Then the following week bi 
vouac starts, and the men leave 
the company area to move out 
into the surrounding hills and 
live and train in the open for 
a week. 

Since the men have arrived 
at camp, the weather has been 
cool and cloudy which seems to 
build pretty good appetites. 
Most of the-men have been 
talking about putting on weight, 
and of course, getting home. 


(Editor's note: The remaining 
portion of the communique was 
written by a company officer, 
unnamed.) 

This is my first year at camp 
as an officer. I believe this is 
the best camp we have had. 
Thus far, I have given four 
hours of instruction on interior 
guard duty, a subject that áll 
soldiers must know. 

I believe there is more spirit 
this year than ever before. The 
man are working hard and are 
free at night. They have a wide 
choice of recreation such as 
movies, swimming pools, bowl- 
ing and dancing on the week 
ends. 

Lieutenant Bass ard Lieuten- 
ant Lloyd, company commander 
and executive officer, are both 
Korean vets and know their 
jobs. Iam learning a great deal 
from them. I believe everyone 
can see a change in the new 
men when we return on the 
23rd. 

They seem to show some signs 
of learning the Army way of 
life in only 15 days of training. 

As Mess Officer, I can truly 
say that the men eat good and 
well-balanced meals. The menu 
is set up by Army regulations. 
Our cooks have also been train- 
ed by the Army. 

Having served with the Air 
Force for 24 years, U. S. Army 
for two years, U. S. Army Re- 
serves for 2% years and trans- 
ferred into the Florida Nation- 
al Guard, I would Jike to make 
a few comments in defense of 
this part of our local and na- 
tional defense which drew fire 
recently from Secretary of De- 
fense, Charles Wilson. 

As most people realize, train- 
ing is of utmost importance to 
military units. Since my arrival 
here at the fort, I have been 
constantly amazed with the 
higher degree of training which 
these men undergo. As a matter 
of fact, I would rate National 
Guard combat training second 
only to active duty training. 
I've learned many things about 
the 51st Infantry Division, but 
the one that impresses me most, 
is their degree of combat redi- 
ness. 

It is my sincere opinion that 
this division could, be combat 
ready within 12 weeks of pre- 
paration. Now this 12 weeks 
would be mainly to bring the 
division up to authorized 
strength level. This may sur- 
prise most people, but within 
a matter of days the Slst as it 
is with some 13,000 personnel 
could be ready to go anywhere, 
inside or outside the continen- 
tal U. S. For an active duty 
unit this is not surprising, but 


for a civilian part-time division, | - 


that is something for people of 
the state of Florida and the 
whole U. S. to feel proud of. 

I feel that I'm expressing the 
sentiments of every member of 
Company E when I sy that 
I'm proud to serve as a mem- 
ber of this great military unit. 

The 5ist Infantry Division, 
composed of elements of the 
Florida Guard and South Caro- 
lina Guard, started their 10th 
year in summer field ‘training 
Monday and have a division of 
which they can be justly proud. 
For the past two years the di- 
vision has won the Third Army 


award for efficiency in training 
and they're out to win it again 
this year. This means a lot of 
work for everyone, but we feel 
we have the best National 
Guard division in the U. S. 
With a new commanding gen- 
eral, Major General Ansel B. 
Godfrey, the division is proud
